With  the  exception  of  Jefferson,  every  county  in 
Montana  averaged  fewer  births  per  year  in  the  time 
period  1970-73  than  in  the  peak  years,  1955-59. 
The  map  on  the  opposite  page  indicates  those 
counties  which  averaged  over  50%  fewer  births  per 
year;  26-50%  fewer;  and  less  than  25%  fewer. 
These  figures, as  enrollment  information,  show  the 
most  dramatic  decreases  in  the  eastern,  middle, 
and  predominantly  rural  sections.

Montana  school  enrollments  are  affected  by  growth  rates. 
Growth  rate  is  attributable  to  birth  rate  and  migration. 
As  with  other  aspects  of  population  change  in  Montana, 
large  diversities  exist  from  county  to  county.   While  the 
state  as  a  whole  gained  2.9%  in  population  during  the 
decade  from  1960-1970,  only  15  counties  gained  population. 
Forty-qne  counties  declined  in  population;  14  over  15%.

ESEA  TITLE  I 
Fiscal  Year  1974 


Title  T  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965  (P.  L.  89- 
10)  provides  federal  financial  assistance  to  school  districts  and  state 
institutions  for  handicapped,  neglected  and  delinquent  children  to  expand 
and  improve  their  educational  programs  by  various  means  which  contribute  to 
meeting  the  special  educational  needs  of  educationally  deprived  children.   In 
addition,  Title  I,  ESEA,  provides  funds  for  education  programs  for  migratory 
children  of  migratory  agircultural  workers.   This  Act  is  entirely  federally 
financed  and  requires  no  matching  funds. 

Grants  under  Title  I  go  to  the  Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  which  in  turn  establishes  allocation  amounts  to  school  districts 
and  to  state  institutions  and  for  migrant  education  programs.   Allocation 
amounts  are  based  on  a  formula  established  by  law. 

Education  agencies  eligible  for  a  grant  may  receive  such  grants  only 
after  submitting  an  application  for  approval  to  the  Office  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction.   The  application  sets  forth  the  identification  of  the 
needs  of  eligible  children,  the  number  of  eligible  children  to  participate 
in  a  program,  the  program  designed  to  assist  eligible  children  in  raising  their 
level  of  educational  attainment,  the  budget  and  the  provisions  for  evaluating 
the  program.   The  Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is 
responsible  for  approving  the  program  application,  monitoring  the  program 
at  the  program  site,  maintaining  fiscal  control  and  records,  evaluating  the 
effectiveness  of  the  program  and  making  payments  to  each  applicant. 

The  primary  purpose  of  Title  I  is  to  provide  educational  assistance 
for  educationally  deprived  children.   Education  agency  officials  may  use  these 
funds  for  a  broad  range  of  educational  activities,  however,  educational 
activities  must  be  of  such  size  and  scope  as  to  show  reasonable  promise  of 
success  in  raising  the  level  of  educational  attainment  of  program  participants.

During  the  year,  130  projects  involving  209  districts 
and  totaling  $3,409,340  were  approved  by  the  Office 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction;  7  pro- 
jects involving  8  state  institutions  for  handicapped, 
neglected  and  delinquent  children  and  totaling 
$343,729  were  approved;  and  $594,566  was  approved 
for  summer  migrant  education  programs  located  at 
10  project  sites  in  the  Yellowstone  Valley  and  in 
the  Flathead  Lake  area.   Thus,  a  total  of  $4,347,635 
in  ESEA  Title  I  funds  was  approved  for  supplementary 
educational  services  for  approximately  10,675 
educationally  deprived  children.

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VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION 
Fiscal  Year  1974 


Vocational  education  programs  were  conducted  in  121  high  schools,  five 
junior  high  schools,  five  post-secondary  vocational-technical  centers, 
three  community  colleges,  five  state  institutions  and  one  four-year  college 
in  51  counties  of  the  state.  A  total  of  337  vocational  education  programs 
was  conducted  in  30  of  the  33  counties  or  portions  of  counties  designated 
as  ecxDnomically  depressed  areas  within  the  state.   Seventy  communities  in 
26  counties  or  portions  of  counties  identified  as  areas  with  large  numbers 
of  school  dropouts  had  a  total  of  410  vocational  programs  conducted. 

Of  the  total  number  of  students  enrolled  in  vocational  programs 
designed  for  gainful  employment,  48  percent  of  them  were  secondary  students; 
17  percent  were  post-secondary  students;  and  35  percent  were  adult  students. 

In  those  schools  that  offered  vocational  education  programs,  16  percent 

of  them  offered  at  least  two  vocational  service  area  programs;  26  percent 

offered  at  least  three;  and  in  32  percent  of  the  schools,  five  or  more 
vocational  programs  were  offered. 

More  than  5,000  students  enrolled  in  vocational  programs  were  active 
members  of  vocational  student  organizations.  This  membership  consisted  of 
2,078  students  in  Future  Farmers  of  America;  766  in  Distributive  Education 
Clubs  of  America;  1,918  in  Future  Homemakers  of  America;  453  in  the  Office 
Education  Association;  and  219  students  in  the  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs 
of  America.
